Those "evil gods" still exist — 
yes, and right here in Narberth, 
but today we know that they take 
the form of uncleanliness, trash, 
waste, stagnant Avater and various 
other unsanitary conditions, and 
what firemen and insurance brok- 
ers call "extra fire hazards." 

To wipe out these "evil gods" 
wherever they exist in our bor- 
ough, is the sole object ojClejn;. 
up Week. 

To assist our citizens, the 
borough Government, working 
through the Highway Depart- 
ment, has arranged a special 
schedule of "clean-up collections." 
Street Commissioner Suplee will 
have extra men and additional ve- 
hicles to cart away the trash. 
Everything possible will be done 
to assist the individual household- 
er in making Clean-up Week the 
big success that it ought to be. 

But at bottom it is a job for 
the individual citizen. It will, of 
course, mean a little extra work, 
but it is extra work that is well 
worth while. Go through your 
house — especially your cellar — 
and clean up everything that you 
don't need or want, and get the 
stuff ready for the cleanup col- 
lection. Old papers, rags, waste 
material of any kind that is of no 
value, but has a habit of accumu- 
lating even in the best regulated 
households, should be gathered to- 
gether and put out for Clean-up 
Week. 

Wherever possible cellars should 
be white-washed — a fresh coat of 
white-wash is good for the preser- 
vation of the walls of a cellar and 
equally good for the preservation 
of the health of the human beings 
who live within those walls. 

Now, too, is the time to clean 
up lawns and gardens. Holes 
should be filled, and trash of all 
kinds gathered together and put 
in receptacles for the clean-up col- 
lections. Places where water can 
stagnate breed mosquitoes. 

Get ready for Clean-up Week. 
Clean up — inside and outside the 
house. Let's make this 1925 clean 
up the best Narberth has had, and 
collect some of those dividends in 
health, protection from diseases 
and security from fires.

No woman citizen of Narberth 
can with reason still believe that 
the privilege of voting is the sum 
total of the accomplishments of 
women in the last century. The 
program presented by the Wom- 
en's Community Club at their 
regular * meeting last Tuesday 
showed conclusively that a great 
gain has been made not only in 
suffrage, but in many other lines 
as well; in education, in the pro- 
fessions, in the arts* and in busi- 
ness. Another point brought out 
in this program was that, though 
women have had to struggle 
through many obstacles in order 
to obtain their normal rights, and 
in most cases have had to take 
the initiative in the movement, 
nevertheless they have many 
times been given valuable aid and 
assistance in this struggle by men 
who were as advanced in thought 
in the "new freedom" for women 
as were the women themselves. 

A general resume of the status 
of women in the past days and in 
the present was given by Mrs. E. 
C. Batchelor and, as each tableau 
was presented, she explained its 
relation to the whole movement, 
thus giving a feeling of unity to 
the presentation of the subject. 

Twenty-eight of the club wom- 
en took part in the program, cos- 
tuming themselves to represent 
their parts and sometimes speak- 
ing to explain the hardships under 
which their prototypes labored 
and the results which they finally 
accomplished. Mary Lyons, foun- 
der of Mt. Holyoke; Myra Brad- 
well, the first lawyer; Elizabeth 
Blackwell, the first physician ; 
Florence Nightingale, the nurse of 
the Crimea; George Eliot, the 
writer; Rosa Bonheur, the artist, 
and Susan B. Anthony, the suf- 
fragist, were in the galaxy of 
women a^sjyntyed .to, exemplify 
pioneering in the work of women, 
and to show that the pioneer spirit 
is still alive. Amy Lowell, the 
poet, and "An}' Business Women" 
made an effective contribution to 
an explanation of the situation as 
it exists today. 

Pride in the women of yesterday 
for what they accomplished and 
for what they planned, pride in the 
women of today for the manner in 
which they meet their inheritance, 
and pride in our local club women 
that the}'' could visualize and in- 
terpret so sympathetically such a 
program was expressed in the gen- 
erous applause given to the par- 
ticipants by the large audience 
present. 

The program was in charge of 
Mrs. Henry A. Frye, dramatic 
chairman, who assembled the in- 
dividual groups, and Mrs. LeRoy 
C. Douglass, active manager of 
the players and the properties. It 
was Mrs. Douglass who brought 
the program to the attention of 
the club and to her is due a large 
part of the credit for the success 
of the afternoon. Mrs. L. C. Trot- 
ter, with a quartet composed of 
herself, Mrs. J. C. Myers, Mrs. 
Madeline McCoy Riddle and Mrs. 
M. D. Moore, arranged the musi- 
cal program, which furnished the 
background and further interpret- 
ed the scenes. This feature was 
one of the most delightful of the 
afternoon. Singing behind the 
scenes, music appropriated to each 
tableau their voices, beautifully 
blended, added an artistic effect 
difficult to excel.

The Main Line Baseball League 
will work under a closed territory 
rule with a- courtesy exchange of 
players this year. This was the 
decision of the Executive Board of 
the league at a meeting held at the 
home of the newly elected president, 
Harry J. Mosteller, in Ardmore, 
Sunday. 

At a previous meeting in Nar- 
berth an impasse resulted when the 
closed and open territory question 
advocates clashed. Four of the 
clubs voted for closed territory but 
the other two, Narberth and Ard- 
more, cast their ballots for open 
territory. 

Narberth was the chief objector, 
fearing that it would lose some of 
its crack players if a strict closed 
territory rule was put through. 
Narberth was won over, however, 
when it was assured that it would 
be allowed to play Jack Jefferies, 
former Princeton star, who resides 
in Haverford, and Townsend, an- 
other ace who makes his home in 
Merion. 

Under a strict closed district rule 
these would be barred as they live 
outside of the Narberth borough 
limits. Narberth, however, was de- 
prived of the services of Bobbie 
Gibson, first-line pitcher, who lives 
in Philadelphia.

There is a great deal of resent- 
ment among baseball fans on the 
subject.

Applications 
from umpires are now being re- 
ceived. Anyone who feels the urge 
to ump is resquested to get in touch 
with President Mosteller. A half- 
dozen arbitrators at least are 
wanted. 

The league schedule and terri- 
tory boundary lines for each club 
will be announced at the next meet- 
ing of the Executive Board, which 
will probably be held within the 
coming week.

A decision to make a five-fold 
increase in the per capita school 
tax and the selection of teachers for 
next year were the features of Mon- 
day's meeting of the school board. 
All members were present. _ After 
the usual routine had been disposed 
of the matter of die tax rate for 
1925 came up. It was decided that 
the millage be kept the same as in 
recent years — 19 mills, but that an 
increase be made in the per capita 
tax. 

This tax, which was first levied 
last year, has been $1. It was in- 
creased Monday to $5, the maxi 
mum allowed by law. Recent ten- 
dencies in taxing for school pur- 
poses, members of the board said, 
have been to increase the per capita 
tax to the limit rather than to make 
the millage higher.

Oerlein acts as coach of the boys' 
teams. 

In addition to the re-election of 
the teachers named two new ones 
were chosen. They are Miss Flor- 
ence R. Bishop and Miss Charlotte 
C. Eckfeldt, both of whom will in- 
struct in the elementary grades. 

The new members of the staff 
have been critic teachers at the West 
Chester State Normal School and 
come to Narberth highly recom- 
mended. Several other vacancies in 
the faculty will be tilled at the next 
meeting of the school board. The 
increase in the number of students 
will make it necessary to add a new 
teacher to the junior high school 
staff. 

The board voted to repeat the 
plan inaugurated last year, and to 
appropriate $100 to each of three 
teachers to help pay the cost of a 
course in Columbia Summer School. 
Principal George H. Wilson will 
choose the teachers to go as he did 
last year. 

All the teachers re-elected had 
their salaries automatically increased 
$100 per year in accordance with the 
policy of the board, which was 
adopted last year. The salary 
schedule in the Junior High was 
amended to make the minimum 
scale $1600 to $2100 and the maxi- 
mum $2800. In the elementary 
school the salaries range from $1500 
to $2000 per year. 

Announcement was made that tax 
collector Raymond C. Jones had 
turned in all taxes for 1922 and 
1923 and that very little remained 
to be collected in the 1924 list. 

The board appropriated $500 to 
the Narberth Community Library 
in recognition of the aid rendered to 
Narberth students in the local and 
Lower Merion schools. It was made 
a part of the gift that the money 
was to be spent only on books, etc., 
destined for school use.

WANTS DOGS CONFINED 

To the Editor of Our Town : 

The habit of allowing dogs to 
run at large is likely to lead to 
the disappearance of quite a few 
of Narberth pets in the near fu- 
ture, as several residents whose 
newly-made gardens have been 
ruined are planning to appeal to 
the police to enforce the State 
law, which prohibits clogs from 
running at large. 

The threatened war on dogs is 
due to the fact that in a number 
of cases, after property owners 
bave gone to the expense of hav- 
ing their places put in order by 
landscape gardeners, or who have 
done it themselves at infinite 
trouble, fertilizing, planting grass 
seed, lined out flower beds and 
put in plants (sometimes expen- 
sive ones) and seeds, they have 
found lawns and beds torn up by 
the four-footed marauders. 

Owners of dogs are responsible 
for damage done by their pets, 
and unless the animals are kept 
on their own properties not only 
are they likely to fall into the dog 
catchers' net, but their owners will 
probably be called to pay some 
pretty bills.

Then let us make hay while the 
sun shines, which reminds us that 
the lawn mower has already made 
it's third trip over. Perhaps this is 
not unusual for late April, but every- 
thing else in the garden is very un- 
usually early. 

Darwin tulips that should be 
blooming in mid-May are in color, 
peonies have buds that they would 
ordinarily have about May 15 in any 
normal season and everything else in 
the garden is about two to three 
weeks ahead of normal schedule. 
Spring 1925 will probably be as 
peculiar as that of 1924, but perhaps 
more satisfactorily so, except for 
those who schedule flower shows. 

May is to most of us the busiest 
month in the garden, although ex- 
cept for cleaning up, planting an- 
nuals and bulbous plants and 
bedding plants the real busy time 
for building the garden should be 
September and October. The fall 
is the time to plant bulbs and per- 
ennials for spring bloom. 

If we follow the seasons and not 
the calendar we will plant seeds of 
annuals and all of our principal veg 
etable crops when the maple trees 
start to leaf out. Later sowings, of 
course, must be made in order that 
we do not have all our crops at one 
time. Annual Gypsophila is a very 
satisfactory subject for arranging 
with other flowers, even more so 
than the perennial kind which 
blooms for a time in August, we 
must however, make successive 
sowings two weeks apart to have it 
when it is needed. 

Here are a few good annuals for 
starting in early May, Annual Lark- 
spur, light rose color 36," Phlox 
Drummondi, shell pink 15," same in 
primrose. Shirley Poppy, wild rose 
pink 24," Cosmos, extra early pinl- 
60," Cosmos, late pink 72," Calen- 
dula, lemon king 12," Snapdragon 
tall, golden king 36," same rose, 
Alyssum, lilac queen 6" for edging 
This list, with the exception of the 
Alyssum and the Cosmos can all be 
sown in the fall in a well-drained 
place if protected. 

If you have but a dozen gladiolus 
bulbs to plant, put three in each 
week in May so that you will have a 
succession of blooms, the average 
time of blooming is 100 days from 
planting. Their only requirement is 
a fairly good light soil and full sun. 
The gladiolus is about the most 
satisfactory cut flower we have, for 
those who cut flowers in August. 

A finely ground bone around the 
peonies and roses, lightly worked in 
and lots of water if the soil is well 
drained underneath and the blooms 
will be here within a few weeks. 
Roses should be watered in the 
morning, or rather the soil should be 
watered and the foliage sprayed 
with a good fungicide. Night 
watering makes mildew. Water the 
soil around delphiniums, but don't 
put cold Springfield on the foliage, 
rain water is tempered to the heat of 
the air while' water out of the 
ground chills the plants too sud- 
denly.

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FIGHT ON JAP BEETLE 

NOW B EING ORGANIZED 

Trained Biologist Touring Country- 
side to Save Gardens, Trees and 

Farms. 
Philadelphia's Japanese beetle 
station, at 2017 Arch street, is pre- 
paring for the busiest season, since 
the beetle pest infested this country 
eight years ago. A corps of trained 
men, under the direction of an ex- 
perienced biologist, are touring the 
suburbs and the countryside, be- 
ginning to make plans for the ex- 
termination of the beetles. 

At the same time L. B. Simth, in 
charge of the experimentation sta- 
tion at Riverton, N. J., is preparing 
for the distribution of the tachina 
fly, an insect which feeds on the 
larvae of the beetle. Hundreds of 
thousands of thousands of these 
pest-ridders have been imported 
from Japan, Korea and China, to 
prepare for the greatest fight that 
has ever been waged by the public 
against animal pests. Thousands of 
dollars, contributed by the farmers 
of Pennsylvania, Delaware and 
New Jersey, who have been losing 
large sums through the destructive- 
ness of the beetles, will be used by 
the exterminators. 

The life of the beetle, as traced 
by the biologist, begins about June 
1, when the pest, after a winter in 
the ground, burrows its way to the 
top. Its means of locomotion are 
very limited, and the beetle cannot 
travel more than two miles in a 
day, unless with outside aid. Us- 
ually, the beetle never makes any 
attempt to travel any great distance. 
It eats its way into the bark or 
leaves of a tree, into ears of corn, 
or attaches itself to fruit. 

The eggs of a beetle are laid in 
large masses, in sunny places, and 
the larvae takes form. This takes 
place about September 15, when the 
larvae or grub, begins to burrow its 
way into the earth. It stops when 
it reaches a depth of about a foot, 
and prepares to remain for the 
winter. 

The spread of the area infested 
by the beetle pest has been laid to 
the motorists, who purchase veg- 
etables and fruit, when driving 
along country roads. This is sup- 
posed to be the manner in which 
Montgomery Island, 150 miles 
from Philadelphia, in the Susque- 
hanna River, was infested. Quaran- 
tines were enforced by the State 
police last year, and hundreds of 
baskets of fruit and vegetables were 
confiscated. The ire of the Sunday 
motorists was often aroused when 
the members of the State constabu- 
lary stopped and searched automo- 
biles on the highways. 

"The finest gardens in the sub- 
urbs are being jeopardized by the 
beetle," Dr. Rodney H. True, head 
of the botany department^ of the 
University of Pennsylvania, said. 
"We hope to keep the pests from 
the greenhouses, but we are not 
sure whether this can be accom- 
plished. The beetles find their ways 
into the greenhouses on the clothes 
of the students and visitors, and 
through the open windows. Of 
course, we are taking the utmost 
precautions to prevent them from 
spreading and destroy our fine col- 
lection, but the results of our 
methods of precaution may not be 
successful."

W. B. Kraft, of Pennsylvania Railroad

This, with fancy 
brick, elaborate tilings, vari-colored 
roofs and the very latest in interior 
features, compose the bulk of sub- 
urban residential construction.^ It is 
a certainty that a buyer desiring to 
locate outside the city, no matter 
how critical he might be, will find 
with ease the home he is seeking.

HAVERFORD ANNOUNCES 

SCHOLARSHIP AWARDS 

Four Fellowships Two to Harvard, 
One to France, One to Berlin Given. 

Scholarship awards for advanced 
study were announced as made to 
four Haverford Seniors this week. 

The Cope Fellowship, valued at 
$700, and awarded annually by the 
College to a member of the Senior 
class for advanced study in an 
American or foreign university, has 
been made to Edward L. Gordy of 
Chambersburg, Pa. Gordy is the 
son of U. L. Gordy, Superintendent 
of Schools of Chambersburg, and 
has been a Corporation scholar dur- 
ing all of his four years, having 
consistently ranked among the first 
four men in his class. He plans to 
continue his studies at Harvard 
University. 

Martin Echleman, of Denver, 
Pa., has received notification of his 
appointment to a fellowship in the 
University of Berlin. He is one of 
eight American college students to 
receive such an award. The award 
is made by the American-German 
Student Exchange Institute of In- 
ternational Education in New York 
city, and includes board, tutition 
and all expenses for one year be- 
ginning in September. Eshleman 
will take up the study of the in- 
fluence of German literature on 
English literature. The group of 
eight students selected included two 
women and six men, all being honor 
students in their respective institu- 
tions. 

A similar exchange scholarship 
has been awarded to Durrell L. 
Lord, of White Plains, N. Y., for 
study in a French university. Lord 
has been assigned to continue his 
studies at the University of Bordeau, 
and will take up the study of In- 
ternational Law. This award is 
made by the Franco-American 
Student Exchange of the Institute 
of International Education. 

The fourth scholarship made 
known during the week is Austin 
Wright, of Bedford, Pa. It is a 
Harvard University scholarship of 
$300, for advanced study in English 
Literature in the Graduate School 
of Arts and Sciences at Harvard 
University. The appointment is 
made by the faculty of Harvard 
University, and will be confirmed 
by the Corporation during the 
month of May. 

The appointment of these four 
men to scholarships brings the list 
of Haverford Seniors who will go 
into advanced study upon receipt 
of their Bachelor's degree in June 
to 27 men, out of a class of 49. 
The remaining 22 men will go^ di- 
rect into business positions. The 
men who will go on with advanced 
study include seven who will go to 
medical school, seven who will take 
up advanced engineering courses, 
six who will continue the study of 
education, four who will study law, 
and two who will study for the 
ministry. 

COUNTY COMMISIONERS TO 
DO OWN ROAD REPAIRING 

Reject Contractor's Bids, Feeling 
They Can Save $15,000. 

Feeling that they will effect a sav- 
ing of at least $15,000 a year to the 
taxpayers of Montgomery county. 
Commissioners Stout, Kellor and 
Crawford have decided to reject al' 
bids received from the contractors 
for the maintenance of highways in 
the county. The commissioners 
have planned to do all of the repair 
work on the county roads under 
their own supervision. 

In discussing the striking change 
of policy, President Stout declared 
"it is merely a case of making every 
dollar under our command for road 
work do its full duty. We have 
figured that we can save at least 
20 per cent, in the cost of road 
maintenance this year under the 
new order of things, which will 
mean a fifth more road work in the 
county than was originally in- 
tended." 

While all of the commissioners 
realize the added responsibility as- 
sumed, they say they are confident 
that their new policy will prove an 
important economic factor in the 
administration of county affairs. 
Dr. Rein Keelor, commissioner, 
stated they were thinking mainly in 
terms of real economics, which will 
mean much to the taxpayers and 
users of the roads. 

The workers on the county roads 
will receive the same wages as paid 
by the contractors in the past, but 
the saving may be seen when it is 
considered that the county paid con- 
tractors from 50 to 60 cents an 
hour, where a man received 35 to 
40 cents hourly.

PICTURES ON PLAYING CARDS 
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Freak Packs Produced 
Various Periods. 

Your pack of cards carries you 
right back to the days of the Cru- 
saders by whom they were first in- 
troduced into Europe, says Pear- 
son's. In those days a pack con- 
sisted of 78 cards — four suits of 14 
cards, and 22 picture cards or 
trumps. The designs of these early 
cards were copied from chessmen. 
The pack of cards as we know it 
was the invention of a French 
knight named La Hire. 

Many freak packs of cards have 
been produced at various times. The 
French Revolution set up figures of 
Moliere, La Fontaine, Voltaire and 
Rousseau as "Kings," and Pru- 
dence, Justice, Temperance and For- 
titude as "Queens." In Frankfort 
a pack was made in 1815 in which 
the great Duke of Wellington ap- 
peared as the Knave of Diamonds, 
and General Blucher as the Knave 
of Clubs. 

In the United States packs have 
been printed with Washington, 
Adams, Franklin and Lafayette as 
"Kings." One firm of card makers 
actually tried the experiment of 
printing green clubs and blue dia- 
monds for the benefit of short- 
sighted players of card games. 

For hundreds of years a pack of 
cards has been presented annually to 
every member present at the Mas- 
ter's Inaugural Banquet' of the 
Card Makers' Company. On the 
backs of these are pictured some 
outstanding event of the year.
